119.  Handsome  Tapestry  Hanging.  79  x 70. 

Woodland  scene;  luxuriant  foliage.  Subdued  brown  and 
gray  tones.  Modern. 

120.  Large  Patchwork  Quilt  of  Old  Hand  Blocked  Eng- 

lish Chintz,  Unlined. 

Made  from  the  curtains  of  a cabin  in  which  a sailor  took 
his  bride  on  their  honeymoon  around  the  Cape  to  Val- 
paraiso. Apricot  ground  patterned  in  gorgeous  bunches 
of  garden  flowers,  Australian  lyre  birds,  peacocks  and 
parrots  in  brilliant  colors,  with  some  figure  medal- 
lions on  a sepia  ground,  including  man  and  woman  danc- 
ing; a crusader,  etc.  The  largest  squares  are  twelve 
(12)  inches,  divided  by  strips  of  patchwork  in  fine  old 
blues,  yellow  and  green. 
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121.  Very  Fine  Early  American  Homespun  Coverlet.  As- 

sociation Piece. 

Hand  loomed  white  coverlet  in  a pattern  of  inch  squares, 
in  very  fine  old  round  thread.  The  centre  worked 
in  a great  spread  eagle,  surrounded  by  nine  (9)  stars 
hovering  over  a large  basket  jar  of  huge  tulips  and  roses, 
which  fall  in  graceful  sprays.  Above  the  whole  a large 
urn  with  “Sacred  to  Friendship  and  Love.”  A garland 
and  tassel  effect  surrounds  this  design  with  a diamond 
border.  This  whole  design  is  worked  in  the  “knot- 
stitch”  or  “barley-corn”  stitch  in  a running  pattern  with 
heavy  “candle-wick”  or  rope  thread,  and  in  the  upper 
corner  is  worked  the  name  of  the  maker  “Experience 
Avery  Brown,”  4 yards  by  8 ft. 

Over  one  hundred  years  old.  A museum  piece  and  an 
Association  Coverlet  of  the  greatest  early  American  in- 
terest. The  thread  has  the  faint  ivory  tone  of  age,  but 
the  coverlet  is  in  good  condition.  One  of  the  finest  early 
examples  of  textiles.  “For  the  collector  there  is  nothing 
more  interesting  than  the  hand-woven  coverlets.” — Dana’s 
“Lure  of  the  Antique.”
